SGHOOL. REPORT. 


The following report is respectfully submitted to the citizens 
of the town of Enfield, N. H., with the hope that it may receive 
a candid and considerate perusal. 


District No. 1.—ENFIELD. 


HigHEer DEPARTMENT. Summer. Miss Helen Gookin. <A 
teacher of the best mental acquirements, who tried by hard labor 
to instill habits of study in the minds of her pupils. The only 
drawback to the success of the school, was lack of quiet and 
order; there was too much confusion in the school-room. 

Fatt. Parker T. Smith. This was a good school and well 
managed. We wish the district might have secured his services 
for a longer time. 

Winter term commenced by Mr. J. S. Ladd, who came here 
qualified above an average in scholarship, but failing to gain 
that interest and respect of his scholars necessary to good ad- 
vancement, liis labors closed with the sixth week, and Mr. E. 
D. Libby was engaged to take his place. ‘The school is still in 
session, quiet and orderly, bidding fair to be as it should, one 
of the first schools in town. Never have we seen greater im- 
provement in a school-room than there has veen in this within 
the past few weeks. ‘The district would do well to secure the 
services of this teacher for a longer time. 

Prmary Deparrmenr. Three terms by Miss Lettie J. Nich- 
ols, This school has not only retained its good name, but has 
made steady’ advancement during the year. We now have a 
class well qualified to go into the next room, and it is but justice 
to the scholars to give them the credit, considering their age, of 
being first in Readinz, Geography and map-drawing in town. 
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Distrricr No. 2.—SHAKER HILL. 


‘Two terms by Miss Julia W. Gile. The attendance during 
ths Summer term was very irregular, and the result, little prog- 
ress could be made. There was an improvement in that respect 
the last term, and we found some very good classes, mental 
Arithmetic in particular. 


Disrricr No. 3.—Jones HI. 


SuMMER term taught by Miss Ida E.O’Hara. We regret that 
there was not a larger school to receive instruction from this 
teacher. The classes all did well, particularly Arithmetic and 
Grammar. Frank Webster and Fred Jones shoule have received 
honorable mention last year for punctuality and deportment. 

Fatt. §. Alice Webster: This was her first effort at teach- 
ing, aiid i a good degree successful. We think, however, Bie 
would have done better in another district. 


Disrricr No. 4.—Easr VILLAGE. 


SuMMER term taught by Miss Evelyn M. Jones, one of our 
most experienced teacbers. Under-her instruction the school 
was a success. ‘The worst habit this school has, is reading too 
fast. : 

Wanter. W.C. Story. The district were fortunate in secur- 
ing the services of this teacher. ‘he improvement made in 
Reading and mental Arithmetic was commendable. Good 
order, thoroughness, and interest on the part of all, caused thd 
examination-to_pass off in a most satisfactory manner.” 


Distrricr No. 6.- —HAST Hunt. ° 


Summer and Fall terms taught by Miss Dora A. Tupper, a 
teacher of limited experience but fine ability. Under her in- 
struction some of the scholars made good improvement. A 
little more life and energy would have made the school appear 
to better advantage. 

Winter. A.S. Frazier. In the short space we occupy, we 
can give but a brief account of the operations of this school dur- 


ing the past term. At our first visit we had reason to expect 
one of the best schools in town, but in a short time trouble 
arose (caused partly, we think, by ill feeling among the parents) 
and one of the scholars was required to leave the school; mat- 
ters did not end here, -but after visiting the school four times, 
and finding it reduced to about one third its original number, 
we considered the best thing that could be done for the district, 
was to cause the school to close, which we accordingly did. 

Subjecting ourselves to criticism, and with no intention or 
desire to injure the teacher, we leave the matter with the pat- 
rons of the scho>l, and with the town, to judge of our actions in 
the matter. For the pointed insult received from Mr. Frazier 
through his Register, he has our thanks, and will onlv say, that 
it was below the dignity of a man. 


District No. 7.—Oax Hitt. 


Two terms by Miss Etta M. Hedley. We were well pleased 
with the appearance of this school. The teacher was evidently 
well qualified to instruct. Bad traveling caused the winter term 
to close unexpectedly, preventing our visiting it at the last. 


Districr No. 9.—CAMBRIDGEVILLE. 


Summer. Alice M. Flanders, who ranks among our best 
teachers, having the ability and disposition to impart instruc- 
tion, but at the closing examination we were disappointed with 
the progress made by some of the classes. We think this was 
not the fault of the teacher. 

Fali term taught by Miss Clara M. Jones. .We found only 
about two thirds of the scholars present at the close. Some of 
the classes were very good. 

Winter term commenced by*Mr. David Atwell, who was ready 
and willing to impart all the instruction in his power. One 
thing was lacking, viz: order. We were disappointed to find 
disorder and confusion in one cf the best schools in town. At 
the close of the sixth week Miss Olive Hatch was employed to 
take charge. ‘The school is still in session, and apparently doing 
quite well. There has been a lack of union on the part of some 
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in this district for the past year, that has made it hard work for 
the teachers, and retarded the progress of the school. 


District No 10.—-GrorgGe HILL. 


Suvmer. Miss Eva J. Edwards. This was a good school 
and order satisfactory. Miss Edwards deserves to be regarded 
as a successful teacher. 

Winter. L. B. Purmort, a teacher of great experience. Bad 
traveling prevented our visiting the school at the close. We 
learn from inquiry that there was general satisfaction. ‘The 
following names are reported as being neither absent nor tardy, 
Lura Jackman, Mary and John Adams, Allie Jackman and 
Chas. Adams. 


Districr No. 11. 


ENFIELD CENTRE. 


Three terms by Miss Belle Milton. The school enjoying the 
benefit of the same teacher for five terms, has had the advantage 
over most schools in town. We have always been pleased with 
the appearance of it when visited. Closing examination quite 
good.

Districr No. 12.-—Nortru Enp. 


Summer Miss Marie I. Clough. This was a small school 
composed of young scholars. The closing examination showed 
good improvement in Spelling, and mentil Arithmetic. With 
experience Miss Clough inay make a good teacher. 

Winter. Miss Lucy A. Leavitt, whose long life in the school- 
room has given her a good faculty for imparting instruction. 
This term like the preceding one, was injured by irregular at- 
tendance. 


Districr No. 15.—CnHurcn Famiry SHAKERS. 
Summer term taught by Miss Endora Arnold. It is a pleas- 
ure to visit a school sue’) as this teacher taught. With lively 
interest on the part of all, the various exercises passea off in a 
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profitable manner. ‘The classes in Reading, Anatomy, English 
Grammar and Gymnastics, as well as map-drawing, deserve 
particular mention. ‘Take it ali in all, it was the best school in 
town. 

* Winter. James Russell. This was in many respects a good 
school. One Reading class did well, Arithmetic had made good 
advancement but lack on fractions. Special attention was paid 
to penmanship, in which nearly all excel.

District No. 14.—-Joun E. Give. 


Summer. Miss Katie Simonds, who commenced her labors 
with little experience, but we think did her best for the school. 

Wixtrer. Miss Lizzie Powers. We were well pleased with 
this school, and the work done by the teacher. The only thing 
that could be criticised was the order; there are one or two in 
the school that. have not yet learned to obey. 


Districr No. 15.—Wesr ENFIELD. 


Summer. Miss Nelle Clough, one of our best teachers. Un- 
der her care the school was a success. ‘The following scholars 
are reported as being neither absent nor tardy: Bernice Day, 
Cora and May Church, Nellie and Ernest Merrill. 

Winter term taught by G. Henry Powers. We think Mr. 
Powers was ready and willing to do what he could for the school, 
and some scholars did al! that could be asked of them ; in others 
we were disappointed.
